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Pacific Coast Holstein Achievements 


By WM. A. 


T the bottom of this page will be found a brief sum- 
mary of the achievements of the Holsteins of the 
three Pacific Coast states, with particular reference 

to World’s Records, Honor List winnings, All-American 
honors and 1,000-lb. fat and 30,000-lb. milk producers as 
compared with similar achievements along these lines for 
the rest of the country. In considering these compari- 
sons, please bear in mind that not more than five per cent 
of the Holstein population of the country is located in 
these three states. We recommend that our readers. first 
look over these statements at the bottom of the page, and 
then go on with the story. 

In addition to the points brought out below, it might be 
mentioned that the Pacific Coast produced the first and 
only cow of any breed to produce over 37,000 lbs. milk in 
a year or with two records above 35,000 lbs. This region 
also produced the only cow to make four year records 
above 1,000 lbs. fat. In these states were also produced 
the first 30,000-lb. cow on semi-official work, the first 33,- 
000-lb. cow, the first twice 30,000-lb. cow and both the first 
and second cows to make 31,000-lb. milk records, as well 
as the first cow to average over 975 lbs. butter for eight 
lactations. 

The pure bred Holstein cow was first introduced to the 
Pacific Coast in the late ’60’s by S. B. Emerson, Mountain 
View, California, who was a charter member of the first 
national association of Holstein breeders. Vol. 1, H. H. B., 
the first published herd book of the breed, contains the 
names of several animals of Mr. Emerson’s own. breeding 
and others purchased by him from that pioneer importer, 
Winthrop W. Chenery of Massachusetts. Even before the 
present Holstein-Friesian Association of America was 
organized in 1885, a Pacific Coast breeder, Carey R. Smith, 
Santa Ana, California, was serving an earlier association 
as Inspector. 


PRESCOTT 


To the best of our knowledge, pure bred Holsteins were 
not introduced into the other Pacific Coast states until 
some years later. Oregon’s pioneer breeder, P. A. Frakes, 
of Scappoose, was registering cattle as early as 1889. The 
first member of the National Association from Washing- 
ton of which we can find record was C. J. Lord of Olympia, 
who apparently moved to Washington from the East in the 
early ’90’s although we do not find record of his registering 
any cattle in Washington. Some ten years later, John L. 
Smith and his Hazelwood herd came into considerable 
prominence in Washington, and he is still recognized as 
one of Washington’s leading breeders, having made the 
Hazelwood name known from coast to coast. 

Official testing was first done on the Pacific Coast in 
1902 by Charles D. Pierce, who later organized the Pierce 
Land & Stock Co. He did considerable testing during the 
next few years as did R. M. Hotaling, Leland Stanford Jr. 
University and a few other California breeders. So far 
as we can determine, John L. Smith was the first Wash- 
ington breeder to do official testing, starting in 1906 and 
followed in successive years by Washington State Col- 
lege, A. C. Mills, David Munro and others. 

It was in the year 1911-12 that the Pacific Coast Hol- 
steins really began to come into their own as producers. 
It was in that year that A. C. Mills, Ferry, Washington, 
brought out such great producers as Gerben Queen,:a 36- 
lb.-cow with 3,102.6 lbs. milk in thirty days: Bonnie Lass 
Pauline with 33.79 lbs. and Bracelet Baker of Hazelwood 
with 31.67 lbs. butter from 640.3 lbs. milk. Charles Eldridge, 
Chimacum, Washington, brought out Margie Newman with 
868.2 lbs. milk in seven days and 3,555.6 lbs. in thirty days. 
David Munro, Spokane, Wash., brought out Jessie Fobes 
Bessie Homestead with 34.96 lbs. as a junior four-year-old

Some Pacific Coast Statistics 


The three Pacific Coast States have together developed 
31 of the 126 Holsteins in the U. S. A, with 1,000-lb. fat 
records. 

Eight states from the Rockies to the Pacific Coast have 
developed 34 and bred 27 of the 126 1,000-lb. fat pro- 
ducers of the breed in the United States. 


The three farthest west provinces of Canada have de- 
veloped five of the 23 1,000-lb. fat producers of the breed 
in Canada. 


The states and provinces west of the Rockies have to- 
gether produced 46 of the 99 30,000-lb. cows of North 
America. 


In the six years starting in 1922, Holsteins west of the 
Rockies have been awarded All-American honors 21 
times and Reserve All-American honors 14 times.

and 142.16 lbs. butter from 2,886 lbs. milk in thirty days, 
which stood for some time as the World’s 30-day record for 
this age. Hazelwood Holstein Co., organized by John L. 
Smith, that year brought out among others Hazelwood 
Aaggie De Kol, with 34.9 lbs. butter from 624.8 lbs. milk as 
a junior three-year-old, and other good records were made 
in the herds of William Bishop of Chimacum, F. S. Stim- 
son of Hollywood and H. C. Davis of Granger. 

About this time, A. W. Morris & Sons were starting a 
herd at Woodland, California, having purchased many of 
their foundation animals from the Pierce herd which was 
then ‘California’s best known herd. In the year 1911-12, 
when the Washington cows and heifers referred to were 
making so many sensational short-time records, the -Mor- 
ris firm made California’s first semi-official record on Riv- 
erside Sadie De Kol Burke, one of the former Pierce cows, 
who produced 25,981.8 lbs. milk containing 980.16 lbs. but- 
ter, and came back at next freshening with a seven-day 
record of 902.1 lbs. milk containing over 32 lbs. butter, with 
3,707 lbs. milk in thirty days and with 920 lbs. for her best 
week’s milk. These were all World’s Records for milk. 
She then finished her second year record with 1,085.12 Ibs. 
butter from 28,826 lbs. milk, about the same time that 
another Morris cow, Aralia De Kol, made a record at 11 
years old of 28,090 lbs. milk containing 1,142.32 lbs. butter. 
Meanwhile Tilly Alcartra was just starting her record- 
making career in the Morris herd, later becoming the first 
30,000-lb. cow, the first twice 30,000-lb. cow, the first 33,000- 
lb. cow, the first cow with four records above 1,000 Ibs. 
butter and finally champion over all breeds for eight lacta- 
tions, a record which she only recently lost to the Mich- 
igan wonder, Traverse Colantha Walker. 


From that time on, large year records were the order 
of the day on the Pacific Coast, not only in California and

Washington but a little later in Oregon as well as in Brit- 
ish Columbia, Canada’s Pacific Coast Province. As stated 
elsewhere the three Pacific Coast states have brought out 
thirty-one 1,000-lb. fat producers, and three more have been 
added from British Columbia. ‘California is the leading 
state of the Union for number of 1,000-lb. fat producers, 
having twenty-one of them. Washington is tied with New 
York for fifth place with nine each and California and 
Washington together have more than any other two 
states. Oregon thus far has one representative on the list 
of 1,000-lb. fat producers. To date no less than 34 breed- 
ers of the Pacific Coast have either bred or developed 
1,000-lb. fat producers, 23 have made 1,000-lb. fat records 
and eight have both bred and developed 1,000-lb. fat pro- 
ducers, these six including five from California, two from 
British Columbia and one from Washington. 

The leading breeder of the Pacific Coast for number of 
1,000-lb. fat producers developed is Carnation Milk Farms, 
Seattle, Washington, with five cows above 1,000 Ibs. fat. 
F. M. Helm, Fresno, Calif., has developed four and bred 
three. A. W. Morris & Sons Corp., Woodland, Calif., has 
developed four and bred two. Others from the coast who 
have both bred and developed a 1,000-lb. fat producer are 
Colony Farm, Essondale, B. C.; Wm. Todd & Sons, North 
Yakima, Wash.; University of California, Davis, Calif.; 
McCloud River Lumber Co., McCloud, Calif., and Potten- 
ger Sanatorium Co., Monrovia, Calif., and Director Experi- 
mental Farms, Agassiz, B. C. The last named brought 
out the first 1,600-lb. butter producer of any breed, Agassiz 
Segis May Echo with 1,345 lbs. fat or 1,681.25 lbs. butter, 
the second highest record of the breed; and by the time 
this appears in print another Agassiz cow will have fin- 
ished with about 1,600 lbs. butter, becoming the highest 
record cow now living. She is Agassiz Pietje Inka Sylvia,

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The Pacific International Live Stock Exposition 
By O. M. PLUMMER, Mer. 


HE Pacific International Live Stock Exposition is a 
I big semi-civic organization, put together, not for 
profit, but to help in every possible way, Agriculture, 

and its chief cornerstone, Live Stock. 

It has something like three thousand members, scat- 
tered all over the United States, mostly, of course, in the 
Pacific Slope country, and largely in the Pacific North- 
west. It has a governing board of eighteen trustees, big 
business men of the country, nearly all of whom are breed- 
ers and exhibitors of live stock at each annual show. 


The Pacific International had its beginning as a small 
Christmas showing of beef cattle at the Union Stock Yards 
eighteen years ago. From that small beginning, it had a 
rapid growth, all the time under canvas, until 1918, when 
a more close organization was effected and arrangements 
made to construct buildings to house the institution, which 
had already made for itself a very worthwhile name in 
live stock circles everywhere in this country. The breed 
associations (cattle, horses. sheep, hogs, etc.), having rec- 
ognized it with a substantial appropriation, even though 
it had no roof over its head. 

A building covering something like five acres was 
erected in the early spring of 1919, and housed its first 
show in November of that year. It was immediately 
found to be too small, and in 1921 its capacity was doubled, 
the area covered, all under one roof, being something over 
ten acres. 


In 1924 the entire plant was wiped out by fire, only a 
few short weeks before the oncoming exposition. 


With true characteristic spirit of the live stock men 


and of the keen business men of the West, the entire plant 
was reconstructed in fifty-nine and a half working days, 
probably even better from the standpoint of exhibitors, 
than had been the old building, and the show that year 
took place as scheduled. 

This activity, under what was considered unsurmount- 
eble difficulties, attracted a great deal of favorable atten- 
tion to the Pacific International and still remains one of 
the bright spots in its entire existence. 

At the present time, something like four hundred car- 
loads of live stock of all kinds come to the exposition at 
each year’s show. 

It was early decided, even during the Stock Yard’s own- 
ership of the show, that the Dairy Division had a big part 
to play, and right from the beginning, it has been one of 
the very large departments, and when it comes to the num- 
ber of heads shown, exceeds any other division at the Pa- 
cific International. 

The largest single breed showing, year after year, has 
been the Holstein cattle, and frequently three hundred 
head, or more, are shown in the open classes. This year 
bids fair to reach that mark; and as you readers of the 
World have followed its doings, you are aware of the fact 
that outstanding herds from all of the corners of the North 
American continent are seen at the Pacific International. 


Undoubtedly more mileage is made by the herds com- 
ing to this show than any other in America. 


The special Pacific International live stock train, run 
from the cornbelt states each of the last five years, has

The First Show at 
Portland 


Although the Pacific International 
Live Stock Exposition is now eighteen 
years old, Portland, Oregon, was 
known as the home of a national ex- 
position several years before the idea 
of a Pacific International had com- 
menced to germinate. Back in 1905, 
Portland was the scene of the Lewis 
& Clark Exposition commemorating 
the one hundredth anniversary of the 
Lewis & Clark expedition of explora- 
tion in the Pacific Northwest. This 
exposition in 1905 was of great signif- 
icance in developing Holstein interest 
in that important section. Current 
press comment stated that probably 
more new breeders were interested 
and more cattle changed hands as a 
result of this show than could be at- 
tributed to any other show previously 
held on the continent. While the 
numbers were not quite as large as at 
the St. Louis World’s Fair the year 
previous, the quality was considered 
to be rather better and more uniform 
throughout. The leading exhibitors 
were the Pierce Land & Stock Com- 
pany of California, P. A. Frakes of 
Oregon, John B. Irwin of Minnesota 
and the Hazelwood Company of Wash- 
ington. The awards were made by 
Prof. C. S: Plumb, of Ohio, who was 
likewise the judge at the St. Louis 
World’s Fair. 


The accompanying pictures show 
three of the four champions and we 
have to confess that none of these 
animals would look particularly bad 
in the present-day shows. The win- 
ning of the Frakes’ entry, Lundl Ore- 
gon De Kol, was apparently consid- 
ered something of an upset on account 
of the greater show reputation of the 
Pierce Land & Stock Company entry, 
Jetze Zwarthak, a bull they had import- 
ed from Holland and which had made 
a great reputation as a show bull. 
Another notable winner was Mr. Ir- 
win’s Kaan Jewel of Woodlake, des- 
tined to be National grand champion 
a few years later. The Frakes bull 
was in first place and went through 
to grand championship of the show, 
with the Irwin entry in second place 
and the Pierce imported bull in third 
position. Sir Pietertje Posch, owned 
by the Hazelwood Company, was in 
fourth place. 

The female championship was a 
joint honor for Frakes and Irwin, 
as Chloe Mechthilde had been sold 
shortly before the show by Mr. Irwin 
to Mr. Frakes. She was one of the 
most famous show cows of that day 
and justly so, as the accompanying 
picture would indicate. Although 
greatly disappointed at losing the 
grand championship on Jetze Swart- 
hak, the Pierce Land & Stock Com- 
pany had the junior championship on 
their bull calf, Juliana King of River- 
side, later to become one of Califor- 
nia’s well known sires, and they also 
succeeded in winning first in all of 

the groups and a majority of all the 
first prizes of the show. They were 
thus able to win the banner as pre- 
mier exhibitor, while John B. Irwin 
through his own winnings and those

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Holstein Conditions in the Pacific 


Northwest

ilege of writing a short story for 

the Pacific Coast number of the 
World that we may let the fact be 
known that the Northwest has en- 
joyed a mighty good Holstein year. 
It does not require any great amount 
of space to say that conditions out 
here are most excellent and every in- 
dication is that they will continue so 
for a considerable period. From all 
appearances all breeders have en- 
joyed the most successful year since 
the break came about 1921. 

Several factors enter in to the sit- 
uation but the principal reason for 
Holstein prosperity in our section is 
that the Holstein cow has made good. 
She continues to lead this section in 
the production of milk and butterfat 
and is generally the first to be seen 
in news sections of the country that 
are opened up for farming. She has 
proven that she is the cow best adapt- 
ed to meet all farm conditions and 
does equally well in the higher alti- 
tudes of Idaho and Utah as she does 
in the coast regions where moderate 
temperatures, and rain and grass are 
abundant. While our cow has adapt- 
ed herself to these vastly different 
conditions, she has been busy making 
history in the show ring and break- 
ing records at the pail, so it is hard- 
ly necessary to again call attention 
to the fact that with only about 5% 
of the pure bred Holstein population 
of America that this section holds 
approximately one-half the production 
championships and one-fourth of the 
All-American show animals. These 
show ring and production perform- 
ances of our cattle have had much to 
do with making the Holstein cow 
popular. 

The past year has seen splendid 
prices paid for dairy products. Since 


Ti World has given us the priv- 


alfalfa hay constitutes the major 
part of the ration in the irrigated 
districts, with a splendid supply of 
this feed available at from seven to 
nine dollars per ton, and a butterfat 
average of about 50 cents per Ib., has 
made the dairy industry in general a 
paying proposition. 

Then, too, we have enjoyed a splen- 
did market for our cattle this year; 
our neighboring states have taken 
out many carloads of splendid ani- 
mals the past year, and our breeders 
report a splendid demand for bulls. 
Prices range approximately 30% 
higher than last year. The high price 
of beef at this time has enabled our 
breeders to cull more closely and 
they have sold their undesirable stuff 
to the butcher at a good price. This 
high price for beef has helped the 
Holstein breeder more than any of 
the other dairy breeds. Only last 
week one -of our breeders told me 
that the butcher had offered him 
$212.00 for his bull which has passed 
the period of usefulness. 

Another thing that has stimulated 
the Holstein situation is the splendid 
exhibition of cattle made at our fairs. 

Last year at sixteen fairs attended 
there were a total of 1,318 head of 
Holsteins against a total of 1,994 for 
the Jerseys, Guernseys, Ayrshires and 
Brown Swiss combined. At the Pa- 
cific International last year we had a 
splendid show of 256 head which was 
one of the largest Holstein shows in 
the U. S. and every effort is being 
made to have a show of equally as 
good quality again this fall. 

We want to urge our eastern and 
middle western friends to be with us 
at Portland this fall and those who 


are unable to make the Pacific Inter-

1930. 


The Pacific Slope Dairy Show 


By C. M. CHAPIN 


The Pacific Slope Dairy Show, to 
be held at Oakland, California, No- 
vember 19 to 24, enters its eighth 
year expanded in all divisions, and 
with every indication that 1928 will 
establish a new record of achieve- 
ment over previous years. 

From a small, strictly dairy ma- 
chinery show held in Stockton, Cali- 
fornia, eight years ago, the show has 
expended until now it covers all 
phases and ramifications of the dairy 
industry. The second show, also a 
strictly dairy machinery exhibit, was 
held in Fresno, California; and in 
the third year, still a machinery 
show, the show was transferred to 
Oakland. 

Five years ago it became apparent 
that the western dairy industry real- 
ized the possibilities of such an ex- 
position. It was decided, therefore, 
to expand the show to include all 
factors in the dairy industry and to 
make Oakland the permanent home 





of the show, because of natural con- 
ditions favoring this city as a con- 
centration point for the dairy indus- 
try. 

An indication of what the show has 
accomplished is shown by the 1927 
record, as 65,000 people from four- 
teen states, Hawaii and Canada at- 
tended the show last year. Attend- 
ance figures were 15,000 greater for 
a six-day show last year than for the 
eight-day show held in 1926. 

In every department, the increase 
in size and importance ranged from 
25 to 100 per cent. In the cattle divi- 
sion, the more than 200 head of fine 
dairy cattle was about 50 per cent 
greater than in 1926, while the 135 
firms in the machinery and dairy 
equipment represented an increase of 
50 per cent over the previous year. 
In the products division, milk en- 
tries totalling 190 were 100 per cent 
greater than the year previous, while 
the 50 cheese entries showed a gain 
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of 50 per cent, as did the 50 cream 
entries and the 15 ice cream entries. 

An indication of the success of the 
1927 show is seen in the fact that 
commercial exhibitors were so satis- 
fied that at the conclusion of the 
show, a number of them signed con- 
tracts for the same space this year. 

In addition, such states as Wash- 
ington, Idaho, Utah and British Co- 
lumbia, which were represented by 
small educational exhibits, were so 
pleased with results that their rep- 
resentatives have expressed their in- 
tention of bringing large delegations 
to Oakland this year. 

The show this year will include 
seven major divisions, cattle, machin- 
ery products, and equipment exposi- 
tion, junior cattle and _ products 
judging, conventions, infant confer- 
ence, and state and county exhibits. 

In line with the policy of the show 
association in expanding all divisions, 
cattle premiums have been increased 
to $6,800, about 10 per cent greater 
than last year. Of this amount $600 
will go to the junior section. 

In the Holstein-Friesian classes, 
total premiums of $1,766 are offered, 
including $294 by the Holstein-Frie- 
sian Association of America. In the 
past, the Holstein-Friesian herds have 
been the outstanding feature of the 
show, and it is expected that this 
condition will prevail during the pres- 
ent year. 

Six of the twenty-five directors of 
the show are Holstein-Friesian 
breeders. They are: Albert Meister, 
Sacramento, Calif; D. M. Dorman, 
Los Angeles, Cal.; George R. Framp- 
ton, Artesia, Cal.; P. H. Davis, Fern- 
dale, Cal.; R. A. Condee, California; 
Junior Republic at Chino, Cal., and 
Frank M. Helm, Fresno, Cal. 

The cattle division will be the most 
representative in the history of the 
show, as herds are already entered 
from California, Nevada, Arizona, 
Washington, Oregon and Kansas. 
Last year but two states were repre- 
sented in the cattle division. 

The show area stretches from the 
crest of the Rocky Mountains to the 
Pacific Ocean, covering all of the 
eleven western states, Hawaii and 
Southwestern Canada. In addition, 
entries in the products division have 
been received from the Middle West, 
indicating that within a compara- 
tively short time the show will be of 
national character. 

Professor G. C. White of Storrs, 
Connecticut, has been retained as 

attle judge. Professor White is head 
f the Dairy Division of the Conneeti- 
cut Agricultural College and presi- 
dent of the American Dairy Science 
Association. 

The educational and development 
side of the Dairy Industry are repre- 
sented by Dr. C. L. Roadhouse, presi- 
dent of the association, who is head 
of the Dairy Industry Division of 
University of California College of 
Agriculture. Closely associated with 
Dr. Roadhouse are other state univer- 
sities and colleges of agriculture in 
western states. 

The Pacific Slope Dairy Show has 
become a dominant force in bring- 
ing together the entire dairy indus- 
try of the West—equipment manu- 
facturers, producers, breeders, edu- 
cators and control and health offi-

Starting the 
breeding of Holsteins at a somewhat later date than was 
the case in the east, it very naturally followed that their 
selection of foundation breeding stock would be of high 
average quality for the very practical reason that for the 
most part only high quality animals would justify the 
heavy expense of the long shipment from the eastern 
breeding centers. 

We believe that in this combination of factors lies the 
answer to the splendid contribution which the Pacific 
Coast and adjoining territory has made for the advance- 
ment of our great breed. 


This special number is of timely interest right now in 
view of the imminence of the Pacific International Live 
Stock Exposition at Portland, Oregon, and the Pacific 
Slope Dairy Show at Oakland, California, both to be held 
during November.

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Upsets in the Show Ring 


HIS is the season of the year when the clamor arises 
Ee over upsets in the show ring. Animals that have 

headed their classes one week have been badly set 
down the following week to the accompaniment of caustic 
comment of ringside judges. ‘‘What is the use of having 
True Type Models?” they say, “if our judges are going to 
disregard them and follow their own individual ideas in 
the placing of show ring awards.” 


We hasten to the defense of the embattled judges. The 
fact that there have been numerous upsets in a season that 
has brought out as many good Holstins and as much close 
competition in the. various classes is, in our opinion no 
serious indictment either of the work of our judges or of 
the idea of the True Type models. In the first place, 
models or no models, judging a ring of cattle is a matter 
of individual judgment in balancing the defects of one ani- 
mal against the defects of another, and just as nature has 
made differences in the animals so will there always be a 
certain amount of variation in the way.those differences 
appeal to different individuals looking at them. Thus, 
while there is unanimous agreement among judges and 
breeders as to what constitutes perfection, there will 
always be differences of opinion as to the relative stand. 
ing of animals which fall short of perfection in various de- 
tails of their conformation. 


Another factor, which is of greater importance than 
most of us realize, is the actual differences in the form 
displayed by animals from week to week. One of the most 
striking illustrations which we have seen took place this 
year at Maryland State Fair and at Eastern States Expo- 
sition two weeks later. Both of these shows were judged 
by one of our best known and most experienced judges. 
At Maryland State Fair, the Bell Farm cow, Bessie Johan- 
na Fayne Model, was made grand champion of the show 
and the Yates Farm cow, K M D K § Colantha, that had 
been grand champion the week before at Syracuse, was 
outside the money. Two weeks later at Springfield, Mass., 
under the same judge, Mr. Yates’ cow was grand cham- 
pion while the Bell Farm cow went down to seventh place 
in class. The explanation of this unusual situation lies in 
the fact that at Maryland the Bell cow was at the top of 
her form, about two weeks away from calving. On the 
other hand, the Yates cow was decidedly off form as the 
result of a combination of circumstances, including a 
break down of their freight car in shipment that brought 
them into the fair grounds only a short time ahead of judg- 
ing day, an apparent distaste for the Maryland water that 
threw her whole physical being out of line so that her hair 
was standing on end and her whole appearance gaunt and 
dejected. Two weeks later at Springfield, the Yates cow 
had entirely recovered her form and bloom, which had car- 
ried her to the top of a strong show at Syracuse just prior 
to Maryland, while Bell’s cow, threatening to freshen be- 
fore the judging could be completed and showing udder 
defects that were not so evident earlier, looked like an 
entirely different animal as a championship contender than 
had been the case but two short weeks previous. 


These are extreme cases but they well illustrate the 
changes that can take place in animals that are traveling 
around the country over extensive show circuits from 
week to week. If there had been two different judges 
working at Maryland and Eastern States this year, what 
a shout would have gone up about the lack of agreement 
on the part of the judges! 


We are not attempting to prepare an alibi for mistakes 
judges have made, but we are mentioning the details of 
this particular instance to show that many of the com- 
plaints in regard to lack Of uniformity in the judging are 
not actually justified by the facts. 


We do not wish to be misunderstood in this connection. 
We are not trying to argue that there is no room for fur- 
ther improvement in the judging work in the Holstein 
breed, but we would ask our readers to bear in mind that 
the judges are only human and that so far as: we know 
none of them claim infallibility. Even Waite Hoyt has an 
occasional bad inning and Babe Ruth does not make a 
home run every time he comes to the bat. Let us criticize 
and find fault all we want to. This is one of the joys and 
privileges most appreciated by the ring side experts, but 
through it all let us not overlook the fact that the judge 
may be right even though you didn’t agree with him; that 
he is trying harder than you are to avoid mistakes, and 
that if in the course of a hard show he overlooked some 
thing that he ought to have seen he feels worse about it 
than you do. 
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Morrison Succeeds Wing at Cornell 


NNOUNCEMENT is made from Cornell University 
A that Prof, Frank B. Morrison has been named suc- 

cessor to Prof. H. H. Wing as head of the Depart- 
ment of Animal Husbandry, College of Agriculture at Cor- 
nell University. Prof. Wing retired last June with the 
rank of Emeritus Professor after a distinguished teaching 
eareer Of forty years. Prof. Morrison is a native of Wis- 
consin and a graduate of the University of Wisconsin. He 
is a recognized authority in the field of animal nutrition 
and his work in this field has had a wide distribution. He 
was intimately associated in Wisconsin with Dr. William 
A. Henry, one of the best known authorities on animal 
husbandry. The book, “Feeds and Feeding,” by Henry & 
Morrison, has passed through its eighteenth edition and 
still remains a standard work in its field. Prof. Morrison 
this past year has been head of the State Agricultural Ex- 
periment Station at Geneva, where he is now succeeded 
py Dr. U?P. Hedrick, who has been vice director of this 
station since 1921. Since last June, when Prof. Wing re- 
tired, Prof. E. S. Savage has been acting head of the Ani- 
mal Husbandry Department. 


The Cover 


UR cover illustration this week is especially appro- 
O priate for this Pacific Coast Number, showing as it 

does the animals which represent the peak of Hol- 
stein achievement for the various sections in the Pacific 
Coast and Mountain Territory. The central figure, Segis 
Pietertje Prospect, is perhaps the most widely known ani- 
mal of our breed through the national and international 
publicity her owners have secured for her. World’s cham- 
pion milk producer for one and two years, she has set up 
a mark not closely approached by any other cow of any 
breed. The monument to her memory recently dedicated 
at Carnation Milk Farms where her achievements took 
place, is shown in the central illustration of our cover, the 
picture being taken at the time of the dedication which 
was widely attended and received nation-wide and inter- 
national publicity through the pictorial, news and editorial 
sections of the great metropolitan press and through the 
news reels of the movies. In the upper left-hand corner 
is Adirondac Wietske Dairy Maid, bred in New York State 
but the pride of California where her development took 
place. She is the only cow of any breed that has made 
four different records each above 1,000 lbs. butterfat and 
she has added to this honor by producing on each occa- 
sion over 31,000 lbs. milk, likewise an utequalled perform- 
ance. She was developed and owned at the time of her 
death by Bridgford Holstein Company, California. In the 
lower left-hand corner is Model Segis Prilly Gelsche, devel- 
oped by C. J. Berning of Oregon, and the first cow of our 
breed to cross the 1,000-lb. fat mark in that state. She was 
later sold to California and carrying the colors of the Billi- 
whack Stock Farm went through to All-American show 
ring honors in 1926. In the upper right-hand corner is 
Sara Ann Duplicate, Canadian bred, but developed in the 
Rocky Mountain section by C. S. Potter of Utah. She 
holds most of the state records for production and was 
All-American aged cow in 1925. Her best yearly record 
as a four-year-old is over 1,100 lbs. butter and 28,000 Ibs. 
milk. Representing British Columbia and Western Canada 
in the lower right-hand corner is Agassiz Segis May Hecho, 
former world’s champion butter producer over all breeds 
with her record. of 1,681 lbs.’ Bred and developed at the 
Dominion Experimental Farm, Agassiz, British Columbia, 
she is one of a noted family, being a sister to the famous 
May Echo Sylvia. only cow to produce over 1,000 lbs. milk 
in 7 days. Another sister in New Zealand is the cham- 
pion long distance producer in the Southern Hemisphere 
with a record that challenges the best that we have been 
able to produce, and still another sister and stable mate 
is finishing a record in the yearly division that promises 
to exceed the record of any other cow now living for a 
year’s production of butter. Truly, these are enduring 
monuments to the breed. 


What State Classes Have Done For Fairs 


Among State Fairs which we have attended this year 
are some which have both open and state class awards, 
and others without the state classas. It is the former 
which get the most breeders to exhibit. We attended one 
State fair this year which had a good show as far as it 
went, but it had less than half as many Jerseys in the 
ring as fairs offering money for state classes. It had far 
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less than it has had in past years when state class moneys 
were offered by it. Why on earth the- state classes 
were abandoned is beyond our comprehension. Perhaps 
if the management tried to explain their effort would 
fall. flat with us, for we cannot see it. 


At another state fair where there was a great out- 
pouring of native exhibitors the Jersey breeders confided 
to us that they were uneasy for fear the management 
would cut off appropriations for 1929 Jersey state classes. 
We venture the prediction that if the management does 
so they will never again see such a Jersey show as has 
been the case since the state class awards were added, 
A rival dairy breed which has never had state class moneys 
provided for their breed in this state in question, arranged 
for a splendid turnout of their breeders with exhibits in 
1928, but could not prevail on the management to include 
the money in the appropriations and this fair instead of 
lending these breeders encouragement, put a damper on 
their show ardor by its refusal. But the leaders of this 
other breed showed their measure of estimation of worth 
of state classes by. beginning at once to bring pressure 
to bear on the fair management to provide the money for 
1929. Much power to them. We hope they get all for 
which they ask. 

If those in authority could see what state classes have 
done for the dairy breeds at such fairs as Minnesota, Ken- 
tucky, Tennessee and Indiana and others in the last 
several years they would surely see that state classes 
have “made” those other fdirs what they are today in 
their dairy cattle departments. A native farmer breeder 
sees but little encouragement in the long grind of prepar- 
ing his cattle selected for showing unless -there is oppor- 
tunity to compete with his neighbors for state honors and 
state moneys to reward his efforts. He goes to the fair 
hoping to get into the open class money, but the great 
hope is to carry off some of the state money and defeat 
his neighbors. At some fairs the latter competition has 
become so keen that it affords a splendid incentive within 
itself, and has caused the number of cattle exhibited to 
greatly increase.—The Jersey Bulletin.

Holstein Conditions in California 
By C. L. HUGHES 


While there is nothing of the spectacular in present-day 
Holstein affairs in California, it is my opinion that the 
breeding industry of the state was never on a sounder 
basis than right now. There appear to be very few, if any, 
cases where owners have a capital investment in their 
herds in excess of present market prices of registered Hol- 
steins, which to my mind is a healthy condition. 


Quite satisfactory progress has been made during the 
past four years in tuberculosis control in our larger breed- 
ing herds, most of which are now under regular test either 
by state or federal veterinarians, and many of the smaller 
herds have already built up satisfactory tuberculin test his- 
tories over a period of years. In this connection it may be 
noted that following the wide liquidation of large herds 
in California from 1918 to 1923 other large herds have been 
built up until we have today seven or eight herds number- 
ing 200 to over 400 head, and at least twice that many with 
100 to nearly 200 head. 


California is regularly importing many thousands of 
grade Holstein cows, a circumstance which has finally 
attracted the notice of many who are in position to raise 
heifers, with the result that heifer raising has materially 
increased within the past two years. This naturally has 
widened the market for good registered bulls of better 
than avérage quality, and has been an important factor in 
the strong and steady bull demand that has now continued 
for nearly three years. 

Such a bull market is always followed by wider demand 
for registered females, and such a demand is present and 
active in this state at the present time. Most female buy- 
ers are looking for clean individuals of good type and 
sound blood lines at moderate price levels. Buyers of high 


record cows at prices they should command are very much 
in the minority. 


Many of our breeders have materially extended their 
bull market. by getting their herds into the local cow test- 
ing associations, and their experience has stimulated a 
great deal of thought as to practical methods for getting 


advanced registry testing on a basis that will more nearly 
meet the understanding and needs of the average dairy- 
man, whom they regard as the real market for breeding 
animals, both male and female. 


Dairy product markets in California are going through 
a period of readjustment. Many consolidations of distrib- 
utors have already taken place, one with a $20,000,000.00 
capital issue, and other large ones are in the making. Big 
dairy money has become conscious of the California trend, 
where city populations are increasing more rapidly in pro- 
portion than are country populations, and while milk pro- 
duction on California farms is keeping pace with increased 
population and increased per capita consumption, a larger 
percentage is being diverted from butter and cheese man- 
ufacturing plants to the markets for fluid milk, sweet 
cream, and ice cream. 


This trend is of substantial advantage to the Holstein 
breed. The producers of milk from higher testing breeds 
have properly taken advantage of the situation and are 
admirably promoting their product among the relatively 
small group of consumers, that may be found in any large 
and prosperous city, who are willing to pay a higher price 
for high test milk. But an overwhelming majority of milk 
consumers in the large centers of population must con- 
tinue to receive their daily supply at approximately pres- 
ent market prices, and the Holstein cow is the only one 
that can produce it profitably at that price. 


Many of our largest creameries now have by-product 
plants, and dairymen shipping to them, as well as those 
shipping to condensers, find Holstein cows particularly 
satisfactory. 


As I see it the breeder of pure bred registered Holsteins 
must look to the average commercial dairy field for his 
market of both product and animals, and his own prosper- 
ity depends upon the well-being of that field. In this state 
I believe the Holstein breeder has every reason to find 
satisfaction both in present conditions-and the future that 
is promised by developments now well under way.

a sister to May Echo Sylvia as well as 
being sister to the sire of the 1,681-Ib.

The first 1,000-lb. fat producer of 
the Pacific Coast was Aaggie Acme 
of Riverside 2d, bred and developed 
by the Morris Corp., who was the 18th 
cow of the breed to exceed this figure. 
Segis Pietertje Prospect, owned by 
Carnation Milk Farms, was the first 
cow in the United States to make two 
records above 1,400 lbs. butter and 
her unapproached milk records will 
be considered later.

Milk Production 

The Pacific Coast has long occu- 
pied a commanding position as the 
home of great milk producers. In 
1914, Tilly Alcartra in the Morris herd 
made the first 30,000-lb. milk record. 
Some years later she made the first 
33,000-lb. milk record and became the 
first cow with two records above 30,- 
000 lbs. milk. The second cow to per- 
form this same feat was Zarilda Clo- 
thilde 8d De Kol, owned by Colony 
Farm, Essondale, B. C., who made a 
strictly official record of 30,427 lbs. 
milk, the first 30,000-lb. record in Can- 
ada, and then came back with a rec- 
ord of .33,153.6 lbs. The first 31,000- 
lb. cow was Lutscke Vale Cornucopia 
with 31,246.9 lbs., owned by William 
Bishop, Chimacum, Wash., who was 
followed closely by a second 31,000-lb. 
cow, Winnie Korndyke Cornucopia De 
Kol with 31,034.2 lbs., owned by J. S. 
Gibson Co., Williams, Calif. The first 
37,000-lb. cow was, of course, Segis 
Pietertje Prospect, owned by Carna- 
tion Milk Farms, who later came back 
with a second record above 35,000 Ibs. 
milk, being the only cow to have two 
records above this figure. California 
claims the present World’s Champion 
36,217.7-lb. senior four-year-old, Helm 
Veeman Woodcrest, whose record has 
not been equalled by any cow of any 
age except Segis Pietertje Prospect. 
She was bred and developed by F. M. 
Helm. Carnation recently announced 
the first 30,000-lb. junior three-year- 
old, she being a granddaughter of Se- 
gis Pietertje Prospect. In fact the 
Pacific Coast claims all World’s Rec- 
ords for milk production in Classifica- 
tion A of the 365-day division, except 
for junior four-year-old; also all in the 
305-day division except for aged cows. 
In the seven-day division the Pacific 
Coast leads in four of the seven age 
classes and the same is true in the 
thirty-day division. 2 

Show Ring Winners 

In the six years starting in 1922 
that the World All-American selec- 
tions have been made, the Pacific 
Coast has been represented 19 times 
on the All-American and 13 times on 
the Reserve list, with California, 
Washington and Oregon all sharing in 
these honors. Washington has twice 
brought out an All-American aged 
cow, California once, and if we in- 
clude the Rocky Mountain district, 
giving Colorado and Utah each one 
such winning, we can claim five of the 
six All-American aged cows for the 
far west.

Coast have done considerable show- 
ing in their own locality for a long 
period of years. As reported else- 
where in this issue, at the Lewis ang 
Clark Exposition at Portland in 1905, 
the principal winners were Pieree 
Land & Stock Co. of California, P. A. 
Frakes of Oregon, and John L. Smith 
of Washington. For the past fifteen 
years or more, Holstein breeders of 
the Pacific Northwest have given con- 
siderable support to the Pacific-Inter- 
national Live Stock Show at Portland, 
which in more recent years has grown 


into a show of truly national and in-~ 


ter-national calibre. State and dis- 
trict fairs in all of the Pacific Coast 
states have been liberally patronized 
by Holstein breeders from that sec- 
tion for a long period of years. 

The year 1912 marked the first im- 
portant invasion of the Middle West 
by the Pacific Coast, when John L,. 
Smith sent a string from his Hazel- 
wood herd to Waterloo and the Na- 
tional Dairy Show. At the National 
his two-year-old heifer, Bonnie Orms- 
by Lass, was senior and grand cham- 
pion, other Hazelwood winnings in- 
cluding thirteen firsts, seven seconds 
and seven thirds. His Waterloo win- 
nings were about equally outstanding. 

In 1921 Carnation Milk Farms, Seat- 
tle, Wash., after several vears of con- 
spicuous show ring success on the 
coast, sent a show herd to the Na- 
tional Dairy Show which won five 
firsts, seven seconds and three thirds, 
with strong competition from leading 
exhibitors from Minnesota, Wiscon- 
sin, Iowa and Canada. In 1923 an- 
other Carnation show herd made an 
extended circuit through the Middle 
West and East with conspicuous suc- 
cess winning all female champion- 
ships at the National and getting All- 
American honors on their aged cow, 
heifer calf and produce. For the next 
two years this herd competed only in 
the Pacific Northwest, but in both 
1926 and 1927 they made strong cir- 
cuits coming as far east as Spring- 
field, Mass., in 1926 and covering five 
states of the Middle West in 1927, both 
years with excellent success, while 
their 1928 show herd in the Middle 
West and South is about the best they 
have ever had out. 

Another Pacific Coast breeder mak- 
ing a nation-wide circuit was Billi- 
whack Stock Farm of California, 
which in 1926 exhibited at the Na- 
tional, Waterloo, Sesquicentennial and 
four of the best state fairs of the Mid- 
dle West. As a result they receive 
All-American awards on their aged 
cow, three-year-old and two-year-old 
heifers and junior yearling bull, be- 
sides winning Reserve honors on their 
four-year-old heifer and a National 
junior championship on their senior 
yearling bull. 


The Rocky Mountain. District 


No discussion of Holstein history in 
the far west would be complete with- 
out some mention of the rapidly grow- 
ing Holstein interests in the Rocky 
Mountain states of Montana, Idaho, 
Wyoming, Nevada, Utah, Colorado 
and Arizona, and we should perhaps 
include also two other western prov- 
inces of Canada, Alberta and Sas- 
katchewan. Most of this territory has 
paid more attention to beef than to 
dairying and Holstein breeding in the

Montana and Colorado have each 
bred and developed a 1,000-lb. fat pro- 
ducer. Idaho has developed one and 
bred three. Arizona and Nevada 
have each bred one. B. H. Thompson, 
Boharm, Sask., last year brought out 
a cow with 1,333 lbs. butter and is 
soon to announce a four-year-old with 
over 1,000 lbs. fat in 305 days, milked 
only three times daily. The C. P. R. 
Demonstration Farm at Strathmore, 
Alberta, is doing big things in both 
type and production and has been a 
dominating influence at leading pro- 
vincial shows of Canada for several 
years past. 

in 1924 a Colorado cow, Zwingara 
Segis Clothilde, owned by Modern 
Woodmen Sanatorium, was All-Amer- 
ican aged cow.

HERDSMEN’S SHORT COURSE. 





lowa State College—January 2 to 
March 20, 1929 

Young men who would like an 
opportunity to spend the winter 
months (January 2 to March 20) pre- 
paring themselves to qualify for 
something better should be interested 
in this Winter Live Stock Short 
Course offered at Iowa State College 
at that time. This course is known 
as the Herdsmen’s Course and con- 
sists of two winter quarters’ work 
which may or may not be taken dur- 
ing consecutive winters. 

During the last few years there 
has been an ever-increasing number 
of students taking the dairy cattle 
work in the Herdsmen’s Course. The 
first Winter quarter’s work for the 
dairy cattlemen offers courses which 
include: Feeding and Management of 
Dairy Cattle, Dairy Cattle Breeds, 
Judging Dairy Cattle, supplemented 


with Veterinary Medicine, Farm 
Crops and Soils, and Testing and 
Judging Dairy Products. The above 


courses constitute a well-rounded-out 
course in itself. 

Many new cow testing associations 
are being organized in Iowa and ad- 
joining states and the success of the 
work is largely dependent on the 
type of man employed as tester. One 
of the chief objects of the above 
mentioned course is to help train men 
to take up this line of work. This is 
the only course of its kind offered 
with this end in view and it occurs 
at a time of the year when men and 
boys can best leave the farm. 

Upon the satisfactory completion 
of this first quarter’s work the men 
are qualified technically to take 
charge of cow testing associations 
and quite a number go into this line 
of work. 


Others who complete the work in 
the Herdsmen’s Course return to the 
home farm to put new ideas into 
practice in the care and management 
of their own herds and flocks. There 
also exists an especially strong de- 
mand for the services of these men 
as herdsmen or assistant herdsmen 
for breeders or large commercial 
dairymen over the country. 

The Herdsmen’s Course has been 
found to fill a very definite need for 
the farm boys of the middle west 
who do not feel that they can spare 
more time to take the longer collegi- 
ate or non-collegiate course in agri-

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Holstein Conditions in Western Canada 


By H. L. STEVES, Western Fieldman, Holstein-Friesian Ass’n of Canada 


Never has the Holstein outlook 
been brighter in Western Canada. 
The number of cattle and breeders 
is rapidly increasing, and the qual- 
ity of the stock has improved greatly. 
The demand for better bulls is much 
greater than the supply.. This in- 
creased popularity is due much to 
the excellent showing made by the 
Holsteins at the summer exhibitions, 
to improved type brought about by 
the shows, and the Advanced Regis- 
tration System; and to the high in- 
dividual records, and the high herd 
averages that have been made of 
late. 

For the first time in ten years a 
Western bred female, a two-year-old, 
has won the grand championship at 
several of the shows. This heifer, 
owned and developed by the Canadian 
Pacific Railway Demonstration Farm, 
Strathmore, Alberta, is now a win- 
ning member of the Carnation Stock 
Farm’s show string. The same farm 
won the major portion of the prizes 
at all the Class A fairs in the West 
including British Columbia. A num- 
ber of other western breeders took 
their share of the prizes, and the 
local exhibitors at each show brought 
out better quality and better fitted 
animals than in the past. ; 

The Advanced Registry system 1s 
gaining in popularity in the West, and 
quite a number of herds in each pro- 
vince have been classified. At first 
the main breeding establishments 
took advantage of it, but now the 
smaller breeders and the beginners 
are.entering their herds as it is 
proving an education to them. It 
gives them an idea’ of the type of 
Holsteins we are trying to breed. 

Much of the present prosperity of 
the breed is due to the high yearly 
records that have been made in each 
province. The best example of this, 
is the work of Mr. B. H. Thompson, 
Boharm, Saskatchewan, who has just 
developed his second 1,000-lb. fat 


cow, and mostly on home grown 
feeds. He has a very high herd 
average, and the competition that 


has resulted from others trying to 
beat his average, has greatly im- 
proved the average production for 
the whole province and increased the 
demand for Holsteins. 

In British Columbia there is greater 
activity in Holstein circles than 
there has ever been, much of which 
is due to the local fieldman, Mr. 
Young, whom the B. C. Breeders Club 
put on this year. The local demand 
has been so keen that all the surplus 
stock has been picked up, and it is 
very hard now to even begin to sup- 
ply the demand. The export trade is 
also growing. Ten head of bred two- 
year-old heifers from the herds of R. 
MacDonald, T. Laing and J. Grauer 
of Eburne, and J. W. Berry & Sons 
of Langley Prairie left the 5th of this 
month for China, and at the same 
time a shipment of excellent cows 
from the herd of Mufford Bros., Mil- 
ner, went to Alberta as part of the 
foundation herd of Mr. Hans Mayer 
of Vegreville. 

The Western Canada Breeders are 


now looking forward to the Royal 
Winter Fair in Toronto in November. 
Each province hopes to be _ repre- 
sented by a few outstanding indi- 
viduals, and British Columbia and Al- 
berta are fitting herds to enter the 
provincial herd competition. Both 
provinces have excellent material to 
pick from in the herds that were on 
the circuit this summer. It is ex- 
pected that the B. C. exhibit will com- 
prise individuals from the herds of 
Colony Farm, Essendale, Dominion 


Experimental Farm, Agassiz; J. M. 
Steves & Sons, Steveston; G. A. 
Paull & Sons, Chilliwack; Wm. 


Wood and H. W. Brown, Cloverdale, 
and the Alberta from C. P. R. Demon- 
stration Farm, Strathmore; Hays & 
Co., Ltd., Calgary; the Provincial 
Government Farms and the Univer- 
sity of Alberta at Edmonton. 

During the past summer many 
breeders visited the exhibitions, and 
the meetings and field days were well 
attended. Two very successful field 
days were held in Saskatchewan, one 
at Moose Jaw, and the other at 
Guernsey. The sales and inquiries 
at the exhibitions were double that 
of any other year.

MONTANA EXPERIMENT STATION 
MAKES GREAT CLASS. B.

In listing the Montana State Cham- 
pion producers in our June 2nd issue, 
we inadvertently omitted a number 
of State Champions developed by the 
U. S. Dairy Division at the experi- 
ment station at Huntley, Mont. 
These omissions may be explained by 
the fact that for the last few years 
it has been the policy of the Ad- 


vanced Registry Department to re- 


port such records as made by U. S. 


Dairy Division, Washington, D. C.,. 


without giving credit to the particu- 
lar farm on which these records 
were made, so we had no means of 
knowing that these records were 
made in Montana. After the publica- 
tion of the list last June, we received 
from Thos.

B. records, include that of 
Helen Uilkje Calamity 145857, with 
823.11 lbs. fat from 25,499.4 Ibs. milk 
as an aged cow; and that of Pledge 
Pietje De Kol, a junior four-year-old 
with 692.82°lbs. fat from 24,075 Ibs. 
milk. The last named is, however, 
Montana State Champion for milk in 
Class. A. and was so listed in our 
original report on the Montana State 
Champions.

Educational Publicity About Dairy 

Products Now World-Wide 
For several vears the National 


Dairy Council has been encouraging 
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leaders in foreign nations to under- 
take similar work to that done in 
this country to increase consumption 
of dairy products. This policy has 
resulted in the actual formation of 
educational and publicity organiza- 
tions in several countries. During 
the past few months complete infor- 
mation regarding our organization, 
methods of financing and _ liberal 
quantities of material have been fur- 
nished to no less than eighteen dif- 
ferent countries. Representatives of 
thirty nations have been furnished 
organization and promotional help 
from the Dairy Council since its for- 
mation. The United States was the 
first country to undertake work of 
this kind. 
Nevada Does Not Send Proven Sires 
to the Butcher 

Oats Bros. of Fallon, Nevada, pur- 
chased a registered Holstein bull 
from H:> J. Long who said, “He is 
from a 1,000-lb. granddaughter of 
King Segis and is bred for produc- 
tion, but he will never be a prize 


winner.” This statement seemed to 
be true as “Toyon” grew his front 
end first. He started to grow and de- 


veloped into one of the show animals 
of Nevada. He was taken to the 1923 
Nevada State Fair and was returned 
to his corral as first prize aged bull 
and grand champion Holstein bull! 
In 1925 he was first prize aged bull 
and reserve grand champion. 


His daughters had been developing 
in the meantime and it was found 
that his first five unselected daugh- 
ters had produced an average of 454 
lbs. butterfat. The dams of these 
daughters averaged 316 lbs. of but- 
terfat. Toyon’s daughters therefore 
averaged 139 lbs. of butterfat more 
than their dams. Every daughter 
produced more than their dam. The 
records of the daughters of the good 
cows showed a better increase than 
from the poorer cows to which he 
was mated. 


The time came when a change of 
sires was necessary in the Oats Bros. 
herd. Two Nevada Extension Agents 
as well as the dairy specialist were 
notified. The Elko County Agent, 
Joe Wilson, saw the possibilities of 
using such a sire in Elko County and 
drew up a series of charts on the 
value of proven and pure bred sires. 
He used Toyon as the subject of one 
chart. After the meeting a farmer 
attending purchased Toyon. 


The morning’s mail brought an 
order and deposit on Toyon. The 
same night another came by tele- 
phone. Toyon is thus given another 
opportunity to pass on his known 
ability to produce type and produc. 
tion. This should be the tale of more 
pure bred sires. 


Cheese Consumption in the United 
States on the Increase 
Although the people of the United 
States are consuming about 4.36 lbs. 
of cheese per capita annually as 
compared with 3.5 Ibs. in 1921, Amer- 
icans are still far from being in the 
heavy cheese eating class. In Swit- 
zerland the per capita consumption is 
approximately 23 Ibs., in France, 
Denmark and the Netherlands ap- 
proximately 13 lbs. in Germany 9.5 
Ibs., and in Great Britain 8.9 lbs. 
In the opinion of dairy specialists 
of the United States Department of 
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Agriculture, it should be possible to 
increase the consumption of cheese 
in the United States by improving 
the quality of the product and by dis. 
seminating knowledge as to its uses, 
food value and varieties. Bulletiy 
608-D, Varieties of Cheese, Descrip. 
tion and Analyses, a _ revision of 
which has just been issued by the 
Department describes 18 distinct va. 
rieties and 40 so-called varieties that 
are of more or less local importance, 
and gives the percentages of fat, wa- 
ter, ash, salt, milk, sugar, and other 
constituents in each. 
Great Interest Developing 
tional Dairy Show 

That Southern farmers will attend 
the National Dairy Exposition in 
great numbers again is shown by the 
demand for special trains to the Ex. 
position and Fair at Memphis, Oct, 
13 to 20. Secretary Fuller of the 
Fair, who has been working on thege 
plans, reports that nineteen special 
trains have been definitely sched 
uled in Mississippi and Alabama 
alone. Some of these trains are for 
one day only but others which come 
from greater distances are for two 
days. 

These arrangements have been 
made in cooperation with state ex- 
tension forces, county agricultural 
agents going over the ground thor. 
oughly to make sure that the trains 
actually are needed. Similar trains 
will be scheduled for Tennessee, 
western Kentucky, Southern Mis- 
souri, Arkansas and Louisiana, where 
dairymen and farmers in large num- 
bers are planning to attend the Ex- 
position. 


Dairy interest continues to grow 
throughout the south and the pros- 
pects are excellent for the attend- 
ance at the Exposition and Fair to 
exceed last year’s record of 275,000.

GERMANS FARM WITH EYE 
SCANNING WORLD EVENTS 


If there is any one outstanding 
lesson American agriculture could 
get from Germany it is that the 
farmers of that country have learned 
to look beyond their own line fences 
and study what affect world-wide 
conditions have upon their present 
and future farming operations. This 
is the conclusion of H. W. Mumford, 
dean and director of the College of 
Agriculture, University of Illinois, 
who has just returned to the Unitea 
States after a three months’ leave of 
absence during which he served with 
nine other agricultural authorities as 
a member of the American Study 
Commission for the agriculture of 
Germany. , 

“These are days when much is 
written and said about the farm situa- 
tion. For: the American farmer, as 
well as the German, there no longer 
is a so-called ‘local situation’ which 
can be considered without reference 
to what is happening elsewhere. 

“Today the American farmer has 
the possibility of selling his special- 
ized product in a market very remote 
from his farm. All this has been 
made possible through imovroved 
transportation by road, rail and water 
and improved means of communica- 
tion, bringing to the farm home the 
marketing news of the day. Thus 
has the problem of adjusting Ameri- 
can farming operations and balancing 
production been complicated rather 
than simplified. 

“The proper adjustment of field 
crops is a case in point. Here indeed 
is a case where the farmer must 
study not only local situations but 
country- and world-wide conditions as 
well. He must consider for each of 
the various crops the long-time and 
short-time trends in acreage, produc- 
tion, yield an acre and prices for the 
world as a whole, the United States 
and in some cases the principal com- 
peting countries, the state and his 
own farming-type area. Likewise, he 
must know the outlets for the prod- 
uct from the feeding and manufac- 
turing standpoint, the possibility of 
the development of new markets as 
well as new areas of competition, 
complementary relationships between 
crops and factors affecting prices.” 
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FARM PRICE INDEX SHOWS 
ADVANCE 

The index of farm prices on Sep 
tember 15, at 141, was 2 points higher 
than on August 15 and 1 point higher 
than the index for September of last 
year, according to the Bureau of Agri- 
cultural Economics, United States 
Department of Agriculture. 

This advance was caused by sharp 
advances in the farm prices of hogs 
and vealcalves, moderate advances in 
the farm prices of dairy and poultry 
products which more than offset a 
continued general decline in the 
prices of grain crops and lower farm 
prices for cotton and cottonseed. 

From August 15 to September 15, 
the group indices of farm prices ad- 
vanced as follows: Poultry products, 
16 points; meat animals, 14 points; 
and dairy products, 6 points. Cotton 
and cottonseed declined 11 points; 
fruits and vegetables, 10 points; and - 
grains. 3 points. 

The farm price of hogs made a. 
sharp advance of about 12 per cent 
from August 15 to September 15, the 
seasonal advance during this period 
being stimulated by a reduction in 
market receipts and an unusually 
heavy movement of pork and lard 
from storage. From August 15 to 
September 15, the corn-hog ratio ad- 
vanced from 10.2 to 11.7 for the 
United States and from 11.5 to 13.0 
for Iowa. 

The farm prices of sheep and 
lambs advanced about 1 per cent 
from August 15 to September 15, 
despite a sharp advance in receipts 
at seven principal markets during the 


first two weeks in September. Fact- 
ors accounting for higher lamb 
prices are increased pelt values, 


higher prices for competing meats, 
and the strong demand for feeding 
lambs. 

The farm price. of corn continued 
downward from August 15 to Septem- 
ber 15, declining about 3 per cent for 
the country as a whole. This decline 
in the farm price has been accom- 
panied by a slight slackening in de- 
mand due to the smaller pig crop and 
the availability of oats and barley for 
feeding purposes. 

The 4 per cent decline in the farm 
price of oats for the United States 
from August 15 to September 15 was 
accompanied by indications of 2 
slight increase in the _ prospective 
1928 crop. 

The farm price of wheat continued 
downward from August 15 to Sep- 
tember 15, but the decline during this 
period amounted to only about 1 per 
cent for the country as a whole. This 
decline has probably been influenced 
by further improvement in crop pros- 
pects and current uncertainty as to 
the strength of European demand. 

The farm price of potatoes made a 
further decline of approximately 11 
per cent for the country as a whole 
from August 15 to September 15. The 
principal factors influencing the de- 
cline in the farm price of potatoes 
for the United States during this pe- 
riod were indications of slightly 
higher prospects for the 1928 crop 
than expected in August and a slight 
increase in carlot shipments. 

The decline in the farm price of 
cotton which started in August was 
continued from August 15 to Septem- 
ber 15 with an additional decline of 
1.2 cents.

HOLSTEIN-FRIESIAN WORLD 


Report of Extension Service Activities 
During August 1928 


A total of 741 inquiries was re- 
ceived during August at the Exten- 
sion Service office this being a de- 
cided increase over July. The _ in- 
quiries were classed as_ follows: 
Students and Teachers, County 
Agents, Club Leaders, etc., 226; in- 
quiries from Holstein breeders and 
prospective breeders, 486; cattle in- 
quiries, 29. Literature was sent out 
during the month totalling 66,589 
pieces. A great deal of attention 
was placed upon the preparation and 
sending out of exhibits for county 
shows. To date we have sent out 325 
complete county package exhibits to 
county secretaries and Holstein 
breeders who desire to put up booths 
at their shows. This is considerably 
in excess of the total number of 
county booths supplied in 1927 and 
orders are still coming in daily. 

In addition to the county booths, 
state booths were maintained at at 
least 10 state fairs during the month 
being put up and _ supervised by 
either our fieldmen or the state sec- 
retaries. 

Publicity 

Three feature articles were writ- 
ten and placed during the month in 
dairy papers of the Southand North- 
western states. The Calf Club News 
and the news letter were put out 
from the Chicago office, advertise- 
ments were prepared and placed in 
advance for the show season, and the 
fieldman prepared and placed a num- 
ber of special articles. 

Work in the Field 
N. Crissey, Eastern Repre- 

sentative 

Mr. Crissey reports three meetings 
with .a total attendance of 2,600 peo- 
ple, 43 smaller Holstein gatherings 
designated as conferences and 20 
farm visits. 

He prepared registration and trans- 
fer papers on 125 head of Holsteins 
in Maine and assisted breeders in 
other states in bringing the registra- 
tion and transfer papers up to date. 
He attended and addressed the New 
England and Connecticut Field Day, 
the Maine, Massachusetts and Rhode 
Island Field Day, made _ arrange- 
ments for meetings of similar nature 
to take place in the near future. A 
Holstein booth was erected and main- 
tained on Holstein Day at the Brad- 
ford, Pa., County Fair at which a 
great deal of interest was manifest- 
ed. The finishing work was put on 
state herds for Eastern States Expo- 
sition and other shows, and the pros- 
pects were reported as splendid for 
a Holstein exhibit in New England 
and other eastern states. 

W. B. Barney 

Mr. W. B. Barney reports four 
meetings with an attendance of 4,550 
people, two conferences and three 
farm visits. One of the outstanding 
gatherings of dairymen is reported 
at Delhi, Iowa, one of the oldest dairy 
sections in that state, 2,500 people 
being present. Two days were spent 
in Indiana in attendance at one coun- 
ty association meeting and one coun- 
ty fair. Talks were given at both 
places and the attendance and _ in-

terest in dairying is reported as _ be- 
ing very pronounced. One day was 
spent in St. Paul, Minn., conferring 
with the milk distributors on an im- 
portant milk matter. One day was 
spent at the Central tates Fair, 
Aurora, where over 250 Holsteins 
were exhibited, the Iowa State Fair 
was attended and the rest of the 
month was spent at the office taking 
care of correspondence and work per- 
taining to prize committee work, in 
writing articles, etc. 
R. E. Everly, Western Representative 

Mr. Everly reports four meetings 
with an attendance of 184 people, 25 
farm visits and booths at four fairs 
in the Northwest territory. Special 
emphasis was put on Holstein booths 
at the four shows attended and the 
cattle exhibited were reported as be- 
ing much higher in quality and num- 
ber than in 1927 with interest in 
Holsteins running very high. At the 
Southwest Washington Fair, 105 head 
of Holsteins were exhibited being 
one of the best sectional shows ever 
held in the Northwest. One of the 
outstanding features of the show was 
the Holstein Calf Club work. Fifteen 
boys and girls were present with 
their heifers, two of them winning 
first in open classes. At a special 
meeting of the parents of the club 
members funds were raised to send 
the entire club with their heifers to 
the Pacific International. 

Considerable time during’ the 
month was spent in lining up cattle 
for the state fairs and the Pacific In- 
ternational. 

E. M. Clark 


Mr. E. M. Clark reports two meet- 
ings with an attendance of 40 peo- 
ple, 1 Holstein picnic attended by 
200, thirteen smaller meetings or 
conferences and 28 farm visits. 

Two days were spent at Blacks- 
burg, Va., attending the Farmers’ In- 
stitute, meeting of the Virginia Hol- 
stein Association and in conferences. 
Two days were spent at Carlisle, Pa., 
attending and taking care of the 
Holstein booth at the Cumberland 
County Dairy Show. Mr. Clark re- 
ports 200 Holsteins at this show and 
75 animals of other breeds. With 
exception of a few days at the office 
the majority of his time was spent 
in Maryland holding conferences, 
visiting breeders and assisting in reg- 
istration and transfer matters. 

H. R. Lascelles, West Central States 
Representative 

Mr. Lascelles reports two meetings 
with an attendance of 123 people, 1 
picnic attended by 450, 15 smaller 
meetings or conferences, 22 farm vis- 
its and Holstein booths at the Kansas 
and Iowa State Fairs. The annual 
picnic of the Kansas State Holstein 
Association was one of the best in 
years as were several of the smaller 
Holstein days held in counties. At 
the two booths maintained a great 
many inquiries were received for 
and about Holstein cattle. Several 
days were spent in lining up future 
work with County Agricultural Agents 
and assistance was given in registra- 
tion and transfer matters. The West 
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Central Holstein News was written 
and sent out to 1,900 people and two 
newspaper articles prepared.

During August Mr. Cooper attende@ 
the meetings of the Illinois Board of 
Directors at Springfield in connection 
with the State Fair, and the Wiscon- 
sin Executive Committee in connec. 
tion with the state Holstein picnic, 
Hight days wer2 spent at state and 
inter-state fairs assisting with calf 
club work, Holstein booths and in 
attendance at the Holstein judging. 
The fairs attended were Aurora, 
where a high-class Holstein exhibit 
was brought out, at the Illinois State 
Fair where 225 Holsteins were shown, 
at the Wisconsin State Fair, the 
Holstein show consisting of 322 
head by 95 exhibitors and at the Ohio 
State Fair where nearly 250 head 
were shown. 

Two radio talks were given during 
the month, one on “Purebred Hol- 
stein Sires” and one on “Fitting Hol- 
stein Cattle for the Show-Ring.” 
Three special articles were prepared 
and placed, ads to carry through the 
show season were sent to the vari- 
ous papers, and the rest of the 
months was spent with the routine 
work of the office. 

Some very fine letters have been 
received during the. month from 
county associations thanking us for 
the help given in putting up good 
displays at their shows. The outlook 
for the future of the Holstein busi- 
ness is most encouraging as indicat- 
ed at all fairs held so far this year.

ANIMAL INDUSTRIES STIMU- 
LATED BY REDUCED FEED 
PRICES 


A stimulus to increased production 
of hogs, cattle and dairy animals is 
seen by the Bureau of Agricultural 
Economics, United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture, in the increased 
feed crops this year. 

Live stock producers, including 
dairymen, cattlemen, hog and sheep 
raisers, says the bureau in its Oc- 
tober 1 report on the agricultural 
situation, are in relatively good 
shape, with the presumption that live 
stock prices and the prospective feed 
situation may stimulate increased 
production of animals. 

Cattlemen already are beginning to 
enlarge their herds, the bureau re- 
ports, but some time is required to 
produce and raise steers, and to get 
heifer calves grown into milk cows. 
Meantime there is more or less wide- 
spread complaint among consumers 
over the increased prices of meat, 
particularly beef and veal. 

The current meat price situation 
“ig inevitable,” says the bureau. “For 
six years, beginning in 1920, the cattle 
industry was flat on its back, with 
western cattlemen going bankrupt on 
all sides and their stock almost with- 
out market value. It is doubtful if 
this country ever witnessed a more 
acute case of distress in its agricul- 
tural industries than this depression 
in cattle. 

“Slowly and painfully the cattle in- 
dustry liquidated its surplus, reduced 
its breeding herds, and is recovering 
from its financial wounds. The con-

suming community was told again 
and again that the outcome would 
surely be a period of cattle scarcity 
and high prices. Now we are up 
against that period.” 

Discussing the crop situation, the 
pureau says: “October is the great 
harvest month and the crop story for 
this year will soon be complete. 
Among the principal cash _ crops, 
cotton was forcast September 1, at 
14,439,000 bales, compared with 13,- 
000,000 bales produced last year: 
wheat is a somewhat larger crop than 
last year; the same is true of fruit, 
while potatoes are generally supposed 
to be a larger crop than we have had 
in several years. There has been 
some local blight damage to pota- 
toes; the crop will be dug this month 
and its actual yield more definitely 
known. 

“The fed crops are abundant, grain 
being decidedly more so than last 
year. The corn crop is materially 
larger. Moreover, in spite of its late 
planting it made such rapid progress 
during the summer as to be fairly 
well matured before the first frosts. 
The eastern Corn Belt, which had 
almost a failure of the crop last 
season, has ample corn this time, 
whereas the southern states are esti- 
mated to have about 14 per cent less 
corn than last year. 

“Oats are a decidedly heavier crop 
this season than last, the September 
1 estimate indicating nearly 300,000,- 
000 bushels more. This abundance of 
feed grains, coupled with a hay crop 
of about average size, will tend to 
strengthen the position of the live- 


stock industries during the coming 
year.” 
Some __ recession in purchasing 


power of farm products in terms of 
other commodities is reported by the 
bureau, the index for August being 
placed at 89 as compared with 93 in 
June and July, the five-year period, 
1909-14, being used as a base of 100.

Harold Steves, Western Fieldman 
for the Holstein-Friesian Association 
of Canada, writes that business has 
been exceptionally good in the west 
this year. He states that the demand 
has been very keen and he is now 
finding the supply so limited that it 
is hard to find enough cattle to fill 
the orders. Good grade Holsteins are 
bringing from $150 to $200 at public 
auction in his section. Mr. Steves 
also advises that both British Colum- 
bia and Alberta, according to present 
plans, will be represented with 
Provincial Herds at the Royal Winter 
Fair of Canada in November. These 
will be built around the Colony herd 
at Essondale, British Columbia, and 
the Canadian Pacific Railway Supply 
Farm herd at Strathmore, Alberta, 
both of which will be on hand with 
full strings.
